Qammy Davis, Jr., who was born 
• in the poverty of Harlem 64 
years ago and funeralized last 
May in the opulence of Hollywood 
Hills' Hall of Liberty in Los An- 

feles, left an estate estimated at 
4,030,000. 

In his last will and testament 
filed recently in the Superior 



Court of California in Los An- 
geles, Davis, affectionately called 
the "Candy Man," made life 
sweeter for 12 persons who 
touched his life deeply and four in- 
stitutions which honored him with 
awards that recognized him for 
what he was in life -the world's 
greatest entertainer. 

The will, signed by Davis on 
March 12, two months before he 
died of throat cancer in his Bever- 
ly Hills home on May 16, esti- 
mates that his personal property 
is valued at $2,030,000 and his 
real property value is estimated 
at $2 million. He stipulates that 
his widow, Altovise, is to receive 
most of the estate. 

In life the diminutive dancer 
and sensitive songstylist gave of 
himself to civil and human rights 
causes. In death the legend leaves 
a legacy of money and memorabil- 
ia to those closest to him. They 
are identified in the will filed for 
probate as: 

Mrs. Altovise Gore Davis, his 
sentimental strong-hearted wife 
of 20 years who once was a fea- 
tured dancer with his touring 
troupe; Mrs. Tracey Davis Gar- 
ner, a devoted daughter who 
brought a final joy to him with the 
birth of his grandson, Sam 
Michael, shortly before he died; 
Andrew Davis, his 5-year-old 
grandson; Jeff and Mark Davis, 
his strong-willed sons from a 
previous marriage to actress Mai 
Britt; Manny Davis, his thought- 
ful 13-year-old adopted son; Mrs. 
Elvera Davis, surviving proud 
parent and former dancer who 
saw him debut as a 3-year-old 
child prodigy performer; Mrs.

Ramona Davis, his steadfast sis- 
ter; Mrs. Shirley Rhodes, his 
tough-minded no-nonsense man- 
ager and faithful friend; Murphy 
Bennett, his constant companion 
and reliable road manager; Wal- 
lace (Bernard) Wilson, his valua- 
ble valet; Fortunatus Ricard, a 
talented band member who was 
selected as interim musical direc- 
tor upon the death of George 
Rhodes; actor Clint Eastwood, a 
longtime loyal show biz ally; Wil- 
berforce University, the first 
Black educational institution to 
award him, an unschooled drop- 
out, an Honorary Doctorate de- 

free; Howard University and 
Lorehouse College, which also 
honored with honorary degrees. 

Davis chose two trusted friends 
as co-executors to administer his 
estate: 

Mrs. Shirley Rhodes, who is al- 
so wife of his late musical conduc- 
tor George Rhodes and his busi- 
ness associate for 25 years; and 
Atty. John R. Climaco, a friend 
and advisor of 15 years, who is the 
senior partner of a 40-person law 
firm located in Cleveland, Ohio. 

In the petition to the Superior 
Court to probate the will which 
was filed on Aug. 3, Davis made 
the following declaration: 

"I am married to Altovise Gore 
Davis and all references in this 
will to *my wife* are to her. I have 



no natural born children of this 
marriage; however, I recently 
adopted a young son. I have chil- 
dren and grandchildren of a previ- 
ous marriage. I have made, other 
than in this will, provisions for 
each of my beloved children from 
my previous marriage." 

The will confirms his wife's in- 
terest in "our community proper- 
ty" and indicates that he mtends 
to dispose of all property he is en- 
titled to dispose of, including "my 
one-half interest in our communi- 
ty property." 

Known in show business circles 
as a soft touch who was generous 
to a fault, his generosity is the 
centerpiece of his gifts set forth in 
the will. From his tangible per- 
sonal property, he makes the fol- 
lowing gifts and comments: 

1) "I give to my beloved mother 
Elvera Davis, the sum of $50,000; 

2) "I give to mv dearest sister, 
Ramona James, $75,000; 

Davis remembers his mother, Elvera, 
and sister, Mrs. Ramona James. 
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Davis* will names his manager, 
Shirley Rhodes, as co-executor.

3) "I hereby give my son, Man-

6) "I give to my housekeeper, 
Lessie Lee, $100,000;

$75,000; 

9) "I give to Morehouse College 
in Atlanta $100,000 to be used as 
a scholarship fund; 

10) a I give to my dear friend 
John R. Climaco my brown dia- 
mond ring; 

11) "I give to my dear friend 
Fortunatus Ricard my pinky ring; 

12) "I give to my mena Clint

14) "I give to my dear friend 
Brian Dellow my personal Chrys- 
ler automobile and my non- 
western gun collection; 

15) "I give my personal and 
professional wardrobe to a fund 
for needy children, for their best 
use and discretion, including auc- 
tion or sale under their auspices 
for fund raising; 

16) a I give to my beloved wife 
Altovise and beloved children the 
right to select and divide amongst 
themselves, for their ownership, 
my papers, memorabilia, musical 
arrangements, photographs, 
awards, and other items of sen- 
timentality. Those not selected by 
my wife or any of my children 
shall be directed Vt. to Wilberforce 
University in Ohio and Vi to 
Howard University in Washing- 
ton, D.C., equally; 

17) "I give to my beloved wife, 
Altovise, all my video tapes. Any 
video tapes she chooses not to re- 
tain, I give to my dear friend Jack 
Haley; 

18) "I give to my beloved wife, 
Altovise, all my motion picture 
films. Any films that my dearest 
wife chooses not to retain, I give 
to the Negro Film Society located 
in Oakland, Calif.; and 

19) a All the rest, residue and re- 
mainder of my tangible personal 
property, including jewelry, fur- 
niture, fixtures, cameras, video 
equipment, art work, etc., located 
at my residence or that personally

er, not specifically hereinbefore 
bequeathed, I give to my beloved 
wife, Altovise, absolutely." 

The show biz legend demon- 
strated his concern especially for 
all of the individuals he chose as 
recipients of his gifts. His will 
states: 

"In the event there are not suffi- 
cient assets in the form of per- 
sonal property in my estate to 
fund the cash gifts indicated 
above to the specifically named in-

dividuals and institutions, I direct 
my Executors to eliminate the in- 
stitutions and to fund such cash 
gifts proportionately, to the in- 
dividuals named, as my funds will 
allow." 

The sole beneficiary of his real 
property is his wife. He be- 
queathed to her the real property 
which consists of their marital 
home in Beverly Hills. The will 
declares that the home is "hers 
absolutely." 

His will also makes provision 
for all of the rest and residue of 
his estate "in whatever form or 
wherever place it may be locat- 
ed." It is to be given to his wife. 

Indicating his knowledge of the 
California Independent Adminis- 
tration of Estates Act, Davis 
authorizes his executors full 
authority to administer his estate. 
He asserts: 

"My executors shall have the 
full powers conferred on execu- 
tors by law to: "sell assets of my 
estate at public or private sale, 
for cash or on credit terms, as my 
executors consider necessary for 
the proper administration and dis- 
tribution of my estate; ... to in- 
vest and reinvest any surplus 
money of my estate as my Execu- 
tors consider advisable in any 
kind of real or personal property 
and in any kind of investment; 
and to retain any property of my 
estate for as long as my Execu- 
tors consider appropriate, with- 
out liability for any resulting 
losses." 

In the general provision of the 
will, the non-contest clause states: 

"If any beneficiary under this 
will, in any manner, directly or in-

directly, contests or attacks this 
will or any of its provisions in any 
legal proceeding designed to 
thwart my intentions as ex- 
pressed in this will, any share or 
interest in my estate given to that 
contesting beneficiary under this 
will is hereby revoked and shall 
be disposed of in the same manner 
provided herein as if that contest- 
ing beneficiary had predeceased 
me without surviving descen- 
dants." 

The Superior Court has set 
Sept. 4 as the hearing date for the 
entertainer's will to be admitted 
to probate. 



For persons who knew the en- 
tertainment legend best will at- 
test that the document captures 
the essence of his life as he 
describes in one of his favorite 
songs, All The Good Things In 
Life, which says, in part: "I have 
lived. I have loved. I have won. I 
have lost. I have laughed and I 
have cried. I have tried to give my 
life some meaning . . . Vm not 
here for long, but there is time for 
a song and some wine. And when 
time runs away, I will look back 
and say the good things in life 
were ail mine."

PUSH Announces Sanctions 
Against Nike Athletics 

Rev. Tyrone Crider in response to 

the athletic wear giant's poor rec- 
ord of hiring and investment in 
the Black community and a 
preemptive strike of accusations 
and innuendo" from the company 
directed at the civil rights organi- 
zation. 

The PUSH national board of 
directors announced the economic 
withdrawal after Nike sent a 
sharply-worded letter accusing 
PUSH of taking money from its 
biggest competitor, Reebok, and 
questioning the fairness of PUSH 
targeting Nike alone in its an- 
nounced campaign to make the 
athletic shoe industry more 
responsive to the Black commu- 
nity. 

"At no time has Operation 
PUSH solicited or received funds 
from the Reebok Corporation," 
said Rev. Tyrone Crider, Nation- 
al Executive Director of Opera- 
tion PUSH, in a statement 
responding to Nike's letter. "A 
Reebok ad did appear in the 
PUSH Magazine, a response that 
the total athletic shoe industry 
and many other corporations 
should carry out and one having 
nothing to do with contribution. 

PUSH accused Nike of trying to 



cloud the issue and evade the 
questions initially brought up dur- 
ing a meeting between PUSH 
officials and Nike president 
Robert Donahue July 31. At that 
time, the negotiations seemed to 
be proceeding amicably, and a 
subsequent meeting was set for 
Aug. 14. However, instead of con- 
firmation of that meeting, PUSH 
received Donahue's letter. 

Rev. Crider said that Nike still 
has not answered the basic ques- 
tions that PUSH posed in the first 
place. 

"When will the company rein- 
vest in a community providing no 
less than 30 and perhaps as much 
as 45 percent of its sales?" said 
the PUSH statement, which also 
pointed out that Nike has no 
Blacks on its board of directors, 
no Black vice-presidents, or even 
senior design engineers, and that 
the company does not utilize 
Black banks, Black media, Black 
advertising agencies or Black law 
firms. 

"Currently, their record does 
not represent a reinvestment that 
is adequate for our trade, given 
our substantive involvement in 
the purchases of Nike products," 
said Rev. Crider.

Archbishop Eugene Marino's resig- 
nation after ^intimate" relationship 
with Vicki Long (r), has triggered 
celibacy debate. 

Should Priests 
Be Allowed 
To Marry? 

Qince Archbishop Eugene Mari- 
* no resigned as the nation's first 
Black Roman Catholic arch- 
bishop, after it was disclosed that 
he had an "intimate relationship" 
with a 27-year-old woman (Jet, 
Aug. 20), the Catholic community 
has begun asking itself, "should 
priests be allowed to marry ?" 

Some observers point out that 
perhaps the Catholic Church 
should look again at its celibacy 
vows and laws against allowing 
priests and nuns to marry. They 
are wondering if celibacy, a dis- 
cipline required of Roman Catho- 
lic priests since the Middle Ages, 
is appropriate in the 20th century. 

The Marino incident actually is 
nothing new. Research has shown 
that more than 13,200 priests 
have resigned since 1965 alone, 
and most of them because of the 
church's strict celibacy vows, 
which prohibits sex. And research 
also shows that since the 1830 , s 

there have been "at most four" 
cases where a bishop has resigned 
because of a sexual relationship. 
Noted Chicago priest Father 
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George Clements said the ques- 
tion of married priests, "is not 
really a yes or no answer. I don't 
feel today that any young man 
should take the vow unless he is 
prepared to keep it and if he feels 
any hesitation about it, well, then 
he should not become a priest," he 
said. 

Father Clements continued, 
"We should live up to the vow 
that we make." He stated, "I feel 
very strongly that people must 
live up to their contracts. Married 
people have to live up to the con- 
tract that they make when they 
say they'll be married for life. 
And I feel that we should live up 
to the vow that we make that 
we're not going to get married." 

But at the same time, Clements 
emphasized, "it's a church law and 
it can be changed" if the church 
chose to do so. "It's not a divine 
law, not a law from God." 

He pointed out, "We do know 
the Apostles themselves were 
married. They were the first 
priests." 

Vincent de Forest, board mem- 
ber of the National Catholic Con- 
ference for Interracial Justice in 
Washington, D.C., said priests 
and nuns should have the option 
of staying celibate or marrying. 

While giving his personal opin- 
ion and not speaking on behalf of 
the organization, he said, The 
church would be better served if 
there was the flexibility of being 
celibate for both priests and 
nuns." 

He added, "Since it's not a law 
of God, there at least should be 
the option," he reasoned. "The op- 
tion should be there for a person

wanting to bepart of religious life 
as a priest. Tnere should be the 
flexibility to allow that to hap- 
pen," he said. 

de Forest continued, "Celibacy 
might have served its purpose 
historically but there should be 
flexibility to allow for those who 
want to remain celibate and those 
who want a relationship, a part- 
nership. I think that can go a long 
way in enhancing the church and 
its responsibility in the 21st cen- 
tury." 

Father Michael Pfleger, pastor 
of the St. Sabina Church, a pre- 
dominantly Black church on 
Chicago's South Side, emphasized 
that it is indeed time for priests to 
be allowed to marry. 

"I definitely believe priests 
should be allowed to marry ," he 
stated. He said celibacy and not 
being able to marry is "unwise, 
unnatural, inhuman, it needs to be 
abolished immediately." 

He added, "In the early church, 
priests did marry. That was some- 
thing that was later changed by 
church law and I think it's an un- 
natural request of a human being. 
And I think as a result of that, 
you have so many priests with 
sexuality hangups and problems 
because it's contrary to the very 



natural makeup of the human be- 
ing. 

Other research shows that up to 
half of Roman Catholic priests in 
the U.S. do not uphold their vows 
of celibacy, according to estimates 
by a former priest who is now a 
psychotherapist. 

The research by A.W. Sipe, who 
left the priesthood to get married, 
indicated 20 percent of priests 
"have a clear pattern of heter- 
osexual behavior ," 10 percent to 
13 percent are homosexually ac- 
tive and six percent are involved 
sexually with minors. 

Father Pfleger agreed with de 
Forest that celibacy should be 
something that a person chooses 
if he or she wants. It's an unnatu- 
ral request of a person to be celi- 
bate in order to oe a priest and I 
think that's why we have so few 

Eeople coming into the priest- 
ood, that's why we have so many 
leaving." 

The debate on celibacy has long 
been a concern for many in the 
Catholic Church. In 1971, the Na- 
tional Federation of Priests Coun- 
cil voted in favor of making celiba- 
cy optional. And support groups 
for women and priests who have 
had sexual relationships are 
starting -one in Pennsylvania has 
about 1,200 members, three- 
fourths of whom are priests. 

Controversial Bishop George Stal- 
lings Jr., encourages priests to mar- 
ry, and Vincent ae Forest says pri- 
ests should have the option. 




Another group, CORPUS a 
Minneapolis-headquartered na- 
tional association of resigned 
priests, celibate priests and lay- 
men and women who advocate 
married priesthood, also con- 
tinues to meet regularly. Said 
Frank Bonnike, board member 
and one of the founders of the 
group, "Celibacy is a dead end and 
the men who develop relation- 
ships have no place to go. What do 



you do with it?" he asked. Bon- 
nike, who is a resigned priest and 
a married father, added that 
priests should be allowed to mar- 
ry because of the fine example of 
ministers in other faiths. "The 
witness of the married Protestant 
ministers and rabbis have proven 
bevond all doubt that they can be 
effective, that man can combine 
both vocations, marriage and 
ministry " he said.

wedding vows in December 1988 
during a trip to New York, attor- 
ney Anthony Fontana said. He 
said he was not sure of the details 
"but I do know that she says that 
at one point in time he got her to 
perform vows and I think it's a 
further indication of the tremen- 
dous amount of control that he 
had over her." 

Archdiocese spokesperson Pe- 
ter Dora denied Marino and Ms. 
Long had wed. "There is no mar- 
riage that would be recognized by 
the state or by the church," he 
said. 

Marino, 56, resigned earlier this 
year because of what archdiocese 
officials said was an intimate rela- 
tionship with Ms. Long, of River- 
dale, Ga. Marino had been the 
nation's highest-ranking Black 
Catholic. 

Ms. Long also claims she was 
seduced by a nun during a trip to 
Pittsburgh when she was 19, the 
Atlanta Constitution reported, 
citing two unidentified sources fa- 
miliar with an account Ms. Long 
gave church officials. 

The newspaper did not give the 
nun's name. Ms. Long's allega- 
tions about the nun surfaced in 




her 1987 paternity suit against 
the Rev. Donal Keohane of 
Columbus, who she claimed 
fathered her four-year-old daugh- 
ter, the newpaper said. Blood 
tests showed that Keohane was 
not the father, but the archdio- 
cese is paying child support. 

The Rev. Michael Woods, a 
Sandy Springs, Ga., priest, re- 
signed after admitting he too had 
an intimate relationship with Ms. 
Long. Ms. Long denied she had a 
sexual relationship with Woods. 
She has not said whether she had 
a sexual relationship with the 
archbishop. Marino, wno had been 
in seclusion since resigning, was \ 
recently admitted to a psychiatric 
unit but the archdiocese would 
not reveal where. In the mean- 
time, Ms. Long was fielding offers 
for TV talk show appearances, ar- 
ticles in tabloids and television 
movie rights.

Barry Calls For 'Healing' 
In D.C. After is Victory 
hi Drag And Perjury Trial 

The first civil rights activist 
ever to be elected mayor of a ma- 
jor American city narrowly 
missed being sentenced to prison 
on drug and perjury charges -by 
the good book, a prayer and a 
shrewd Black lawyer. 

After 10-weeks of anguish and 
bitterness that rocked the na- 
tion's capital to its core, a 
predominantly Black and female 
federal jury refused to convict 
Washington, D.C, Mayor Marion 
Barry on all but one of 14 charges, 
including three perjury counts 
that undoubtedly would have 
resulted in a prison sentence. 

The only charge the jury con- 



victed Barry of was a single drug- 
related misdemeanor count while 
finding him not guilty of another 
drug possession charge. Judge 
James P. Jackson calleda mistrial 
in the remaining 12 charges after 
jurors, following eight days of 
deliberations, sent him a note that 
further deliberations would not 
result in a unanimous decision. 

In the end, the verdicts opened 
up a new vista for D.C/s mayor, 
who has been hounded by law en- 
forcement officers most of his un- 
precedented three terms in office. 

If he had been convicted of a 
felony perjury count, Mayor Bar- 
ry surely would have been sen- 
tenced to a prison term, thus end- 
ing an amazing uphill political rise 
embraced more by low-income 
residents than any other Black 
candidate. 
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Barry hears the jury's verdict in this 
A mistrial was declared 

Barry immediately switched 
from Democrat to Independent 
"to keep my options open" and 
was "leaning* toward a run for an 
at-large seat on City Council. If 
elected to a four-year term on 
City Council, he would be eligible 
for a D.C. civil service pension. 

Additionally, a designation as 
an Independent would minimize 
any embarrassment later to the 
National Democratic Party, 
which for the first time in its his- 
tory is being headed by a Black, 
Ron Brown. Months of interna- 
tional press has made Barry the 
most publicized Black mayor in 
the country. 

Signs of Barry support were 
visible from the moment he 
walked out of the courtroom sur- 
rounded by well-wishers who 
strained their vocal cords cheer- 
ing "four more years," while 
simultaneously drowning out U.S. 

Barry has called on prosecutors to 
"join in the healing" in the capital 
and abandon any plans of a retrial.

Barry, however, savored the 
moment and chose his arena care- 
fully. Speaking to a crowd of 
supporters the following day in 
the City Hall building, Barry ad- 
mitted to dishonoring himself and 
his family and asked Washingtoni- 
ans for forgiveness for "any hurt 




I may have caused" and to "let go 
of the past. Let go of the hate." 

In one of his finer moments the 
mayor acknowledged "my trial 
has helped to expose deep divi- 
sions and racism in our communi- 
ty that are reflective of what is 
happening around the nation. But 
I believe that Washington, D.C., 
can be a model to the world of 
how people of divergent beliefs 
and opinions, of various races and 
religions can work together for 
the good of all. Now is the time 
for healing." 

In a move toward that healing, 
Barry then called on "my greatest 
detractors" and the federal 
government "to work together." 
Prosecutor Stephens, following 
the trial, said he will make a deci- 
sion on whether to pursue legal 
proceedings against Barry in the 
12 charges that resulted in a mis- 
trial on September 17, when the 
judge has scheduled a hearing on 
the case. 

Barry's defense attorney, R. 
Kenneth Mundy, said the commu- 
nity at large "must now seize the 
opportunity in the lull and the 
quiet and the aftermath that has 
been left . . . and bind the lacera- 
tions and ease the scars that were 
left." The government, in making 
its decision on whether to retry 
Barry, should bear in mind "that 
sometimes it is better to step 
back, to reflect and to rebuild." 

Mundy made it clear that "we 
(Barry's strategists) are not going 
to hurl the first stone. We stand, 
as I've said, ready to release the 
dove of peace, or, if necessary, to 
rearm our arsenal of war." 

As for what impact the outcome 



of the Barry trial will have on the 
city and his constituency, is yet to 
be seen. In the end, the decisions 
of the mayor and the government 
ultimately will solve the city's po- 
litical dilemma. 

The fate of Barry, who in the 
1970s while serving on City Coun- 
cil was seriously injured in a 
takeover of City Hall by an armed 
group of Black militants, was 
probably most clearly defined by 
his wife and steadfast companion, 
Effi, who said, "It is human to err. 
It is divine to forgive."

Educators, who once danced to 
the music of angry parents, and 
legislators who insisted schools 
hold back failing students, are 
now dancing to a different tune, 
saying retention is costly to kids 
and school budgets. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
many teachers say holding stu- 
dents back worsens scholarly 
progress, contributes to the na- 
tions towering dropout rate and 
disproportionately affects minori- 
ties. It is estimated the annual 
cost of a four percent national 
retention rate is $5.76 billion.

Evelyn Lowery, president of the 
SCLC Women, a family-issues 
arm of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference and wife 
of SCLC president Joseph Low- 
ery, said education and preven- 
tion efforts must remain intact to 
solve the problem. 

"These figures are alarming. 
The problems are not getting bet- 
ter; they're getting worse. Our ef- 
fort at teen pregnancy education 
has got to continue," Mrs. Lowery 
said. "Many of these young people 
are (themselves) from single par- 
ent homes." 

She said young Black women 
have been especially affected by 
cutbacks in educational aid and in 
work programs. 

Statistics from the national 
Centers for Disease Control in 
Atlanta reported that 62 percent 
of Black infants were born to 
unwed mothers. The study also 
showed that infant mortality 
rates are higher for infants born 
to unmarried mothers than chil- 
dren of marriage for both Blacks 
and Whites. For Blacks, the non- 
marriage infant mortality rate 
was 19.6 compared to 14.6 for chil- 
dren of married women. 



Job Success Dims For 
Those Without Degrees 

A growing number of young 
people with high school diplomas 
only are struggling, often in part- 
time jobs where pay is low and 
benefits are few or nonexistent, 
because they don't possess the 
skills to be high-wage earners, ac- 
cording to a report released by 
the General Accounting Office 
(GAO), an independent agency of 
the U.S. government. 

Alva D. Thomas, director of ca- 
reer Planning and Placement at 
Chicago State University, says 
it's almost impossible for young 
adults to find good-paying jobs 
without a college degree. ^Vith- 
out some type of enhancement, 
the doors are literally closed," she 
said. "In today's world of technol- 
ogy* high school graduates need 
to attend a four-year college, com- 
munity college or vocational 
school if they want to be self- 
supporting."

Andrew Young Loses Runoff 
And Chsnce To Become 
Gs.'s 1st Block Governor 

Andrew Young, a former Atlan- 
ta mayor, U.S. congressman and 
U.S. ambassador to the United 
Nations, recently ended his 
chances of soon becoming Geor- 
gia's first Black governor after 
being defeated in the state's 
Democratic-gubernatorial runoff. 

Young, shocked by a Black vot- 
er turnout that was flimsier than 
he had anticipated, won 32 per- 
cent of the vote, while his oppo- 
nent, Lt. Gov. Zell Miller, 
received 68 percent. 

Speculations as to why the 58- 
year-old civil rights activist lost 
the run-off ranged from his hav- 
ing made a bold bid for the gover- 
norship too late, to the assertion 
that his campaign ads weren't 
hardhitting enough. The issue of 
race was not openly focused on by 
either candidate during the race. 
But Young later remarked, "I 
don't think there'll ever be a color-

less campaign." 

Still, Young, who expressed no 
regrets over his defeat, simply 
concluded he wasn't able to meet 
enough Georgians during the 
campaign.

In Housing Bias Suit 

A federal district court in Chica- 
go recently awarded Susanne 
Littlefield, a 25-year-old White 
woman $150,000 in damages be- 
cause a landlord refused to rent to 
her after discovering her boy- 
friend was Black. 

According to Littlefield's attor- 
ney, the landlord, Malcolm 
McGuffey, revoked a rental 
agreement after Ms. Littlefield 
sent her boyfriend, Bruce Collins, 
to McGuffey with a $100 check to 
pay for installation of new carpet- 
ing. Ms. Littlefield had already 
paid a $280 security deposit. 

After Collins left, McGuffey al- 
legedly changed the locks on the 
apartment and later harassed 
Littlefield over the phone with ra- 
cial insults.

Gregory Says Court Freezes 
$2 MUm Owed Him As He 
Faces Eviction And Creditors 

Comedian/activist/nutritionist 
Dick Gregory says a lawsuit 
against him for $105,000 has 
triggered a chain of creditors to 

Eress him for payment on debts 
e owes, including the Citizen 
Trust Bank of Atlanta which noti- 
fied him that on Aug. 13 he faces 
eviction from his ranch-style farm 
house in Plymouth, Mass., if he 
fails to pay the balance of the 
mortgage and note in the amount 
of $185,201.79. 

Gregory's financial plight came 
to light as a result of his appear- 
ance in the U.S. District Court in 
Boston before Judge Edward 
Harrington. He told the judge 
that he owes more than $1.4 mil- 
lion to creditors who include the 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS), 
American Express, banks and 



Frank Nicholas II, whose lawsuit 
brought him into the court. 

Before his court appearance, 
Gregory told Jet that he had al- 
ready petitioned Philadelphia 
Judge Joseph L. McGlynn, Jr., to 
consider the release from the 
Court for the Eastern District of 
Pennsylvania the sum of $25,000 
directly to Miss Gregory (his 
daughter) so that she may pursue 
her legal education at George- 
town University Law Center, 
where she has been accepted for 
admission in September. 

Gregory says he has six other 
children m colleges and their tui- 
tions are due also in September. 

When Gregory informed Judge 
Harrington m the Boston court 
that he is owed more than $2 mil- 
lion in royalties and commissions 
from the sales of his Dick 
Gregory's Bahamian Slim-Safe 
Diet products and that the money 
is frozen during a court battle 
with a former business partner in 
Pennsylvania, Judge Harrington 
suggested that he return to show 
business to make some big money 
in a hurry. 

"Why don't you go back in your 
old business for a limited time and 
make some money and pay off 
your debts?" the judge asked the 
former night club star who 
reached the pinnacle of success 
during the 1960s before he be- 
came active in the civil rights 
struggle led by Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. 

Responding with an emotional 
speech, Gregory told the court 
that he left show business when 
he became health conscious and 
could not reconcile the conflict be- 
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tween his health advocacy and ap- 
pearing in smoke-filled nightclubs 
where alcoholic beverages were 
sold. Gregory also told Judge 
Harrington not to believe the arti- 
cle cited by Atty. Bruce Metge, 
who represented Nicholas. The 
article said Gregory sold fran- 
chise rights to his Slim-Safe Baha- 
mian Diet for $30 million. 

Denying that he has sold any- 
thing for $30 million, Gregory 
said: "If I had, I wouldn't stand 
here with 10 children and let my 
house be repossessed."

Donald Roch&n tlement of his 
lawsuit charging he had been a 
victim of racial discrimination 
while employed there. 

Donald Rochon, a special agent, 
sued over alleged discrimination 
against him in the bureau's Chica- 
go office (Jet, July 24, 1989). In 
addition, his wife, Susan Rochon, 
who is White, was awarded a 
$150,000 payment under the set- 
tlement. 

The suit by Rochon, 39, alleged 
he was harassed because of his 
race during the two years he 
served in Omaha and Chicago. He 
accused supervisors at the FBI of 
allowing the harassment against 



him and his family and retaliating 
against him when he complained 
about the treatment. 

Among the charges in the law- 
suit, Rochon said, pictures of apes 
were placed over those of his cnil- 
dren m an office photograph; in- 
surance policies covering death, 
dismemberment and burial were 
taken out or requested in his 
name; written threats of mutila- 
tion, sexual assault and death 
were sent to his office; and ob- 
scene phone calls relating to his 
interracial marriage were made 
to his home. 

The only terms of the settle- 
ment disclosed indicated Rochon 
would not return to the bureau, 
the agency would not concede any 
wrongdoing and a probe into the 
possible misconduct by its em- 
ployees will continue. 

Philadelphia Told To Pay 
Rap Clubs $3 Million 

A federal court jury in Philadel- 
phia recently ordered the city of 
rhiladelphia to pay more than $3 
million to the owners of two now- 
defunct rap music clubs. 

In a seven-day trial before U.S. 
District Court Judge Clarence C. 
Newcomer, the jury found the lo- 
cal Department of Licenses and 
Inspections violated the civil 
rights of the clubs, After Mid- 
night, by blocking a dance-hall 
license; and Down South, by clos- 
ing it for fire code violations after 
neighbors complained of noise and 
traffic jams. 

Compensatory damages of 
$2,553,000 went to the owners of 
After Midnight and $522,000 to 
the owners of Down South.
